I would 
refer you, in addition to all the things 
that I have mentioned, to an article 
that has just appeared in the Winni- 
peg Free Press, March 21, by Miss 
Cora Hind, who has just returned 
from England where she made a study 
of Canadian Wheat, you will note 
that Miss Hind is much more emphat- 
ic than ever I have been and makes 
more startling disclosures. 

I am quite convinced in my own 
mind that the extraordinary state of 
apathy existing amengst the farmers | 
of the West, generally speaking, in| 
regard to the quality of the products 
that they are handing to their mar-- 
keting organizations to sell, will lead 
them into grave disaster, unless by 
some means or other they can be 
shaken out of this attitude. 

The sadness is that the highest of 
quality crops that are in great de 
mand on the worlds markets can eas- 
ily be produced by the average farm- 
er. 

I consider I am doing a very great 
service to the argriculture of this 
country by pointing out to the farm- 
er the dangers that lay ahead of him 
so that he can study the matter and 
take the proper remedies. 

So keenly do I feel about this, so 
keenly do I feel that it is my duty to 
pass on to my fellcw farmers any 
information that I have, that I am 
| losing no opportunity whatever of try- 
ing to make public to the farmers 
my convictions in this matter. The 
damages that may be done the rep- 
utation of the provine2 by the public- 
ity (and there is no question but 
what there is some damage attached 
to it), is, im my opinion, infinitesimal | 
when compared to the damage that 
| will occur to the interests of the 
|farming population should this bad 
situation of poor crops not be rem- 
edied.

Work on the Royal York, new 
hotel of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way in Toronto, is ten days ahead 
of schedule and there is now every 
probability that it will be completed 
by May 1, next year.
